His method 
of scheduling an orchard in prepara- 
tion for fumigation is said to be scien- 
tific and correct, as against the old 
myth that an experienced fumigato. 
can "guess" accurately when schedul 
ing an orchard.

They delve into all of its 
phases* .with the most painstaking 
detail and therefore become an author- 
ity of the highest standing on the sub- 
ject of function. 


Then, 
wherein 
is the difference? 


The chiropractor confines his work— 
not his knowledge—entirely to ver- 
tebral adjusting. The average—yes, 
the 
majority—of 
osteopaths 
never 


make an adjustment of the vertebrae. 
Examining the spinal column merely 
to ascertain if a lesion exists is not 
chiropra,ctic. 


One's knowledge, of course, should 


extend beyond that of the spinal col- 
umn. 
The chiropractor or osteopath 


should be no better versed in the an- 
atomy and physiology of the vetebral 
column than in the anatomy and phy- 
siology of any tissue of the body; he 
should be just as familiar with the 
situs of tissue of all parts of the body 
just as familiar with the relationship 
of all parts, characteristics, etc., as he 
is with the vertebral column. 


The chiropractor, 
of all persons, 


should be correct in his terminology, 
but he is not when he speaks of "spi- 
nal adjustment." This is equivalent to 
saying that one can adjust the "back- 
bone"—the spinal column in its en- 
tirety. This, of course, is impossible. 
A vertebrae should never be referred 
to as the spine, therefore one should 
not use the term "spinal adjustment" 
as referring to the adjustment of any 
of the vertabrae. It has never been 
the concept of any school or faction 
of chiropractic 
that 
one 
adjusted 


spines; hence the term "spinal adjust- 
ment" is without any grade of speci- 
fic meaning and no chiropractor should 
ever permit himself to use it. Twere 
better to adopt the term "vertebral 
adjustine" or, when referring to the 
completed act, "vertebral 
adjust- 


ment." These terms would be correct 
in their proper scope and would stand 
for departments of chiropractic. 


It is a terrible indictment of chiro- 


practors to say that they know noth- 
ing further than the anatomy and phy- 
siology- of the vertebral column. If 
that were true, then what they know 
would really be of no value what- 
ever, because the most intimate know- 
ledge of the anatomy of the vertebral 
column would not lead the student to 
a revelation of the mechanism and 
laws governing that column. Indeed 
it seems strange that any chiroprac- 
tor could have a concept other than 
that it is necessary for a chiropractor 
to kuow the human being from the 
impregnated ovum of maturity, and,

bers of the California Citrus Fruit 
Growers' Association and other local 
exchanges to look into this proposition 
closely and understand it thoroughly. 


It may be all right It may be bet- 


ter for the orange and lemon grower 
than the present system of disposing 
of the annual crop, but then again it 
may not. 


California citrus fruit growers have 


been doing very well during the past 
ten years of adherence to the plan of 
mutual 
associations 
for 
marketing 


their product in the east. 


Over 18,000,000 boxes of citrus fruits 


•were marketed by California, princi- 
pally Southern California, in 1911. The 
value of that crop to the growers was 
over $30,000,000. 


The average net return to the cit- 


rus growers over a period of ten years 
has been $1.80 a box. It was 11 cents 
a box more than that last year. 


A grove of full-grown trees will pro- 


duce 400 boxes to the acre which at 
the average prices for ten years will 
produce $720 an acre. 


These profits are what have made 


the industry of such magnitude at it 
is. Hundreds of persons have been at- 
tracted to take it up. These newcom- 
ers are not aware of the troublous 
days in the early history of the indus- 
try when the orange-orchardist was 
completely at the mercy of the pri- 
vate fruit company, which would take 
his oranges on consignment, sell them 
or not sell them, as the case might 
be, return something or nothing as 
the net result to the grower, and so 
leave him in doubt whether to keep 
on growing o/anges or dig up his 
trees 
and seed the land to alfalfa. 


The older fruit growers do not need 


to be reminded of the gloom and vex- 


It is quite possible that private cap- 


ital might, for the sake of getting con- 
trol of selling a California product 
worth forty or fifty million dollars 
annually, maintain high prices for a 
season or two. 


But would they—after they had once 


got a strangle hold on the business 
and broken up the growers' selling 
and shipping combinations? 


This paper would regret to see one 


of the proudest industries in Califor- 
nia, now conducted as a cooperative 
enterprise with great success, be hand- 
ed over to a citrus trust.—Los Angel- 
es Herald.

It lias 
inspired a lot of artie.les in the Los Angeles city papers, the gist of 
which is that everything is lovely on the miue'duct, giving out the 
impression that everybody is satislied, completely ignoring the stern, 
fast-growing and fast-spreading sentiment that'all is not well'with 
this great project. Frank Henderson of the Public Service Commis- 
sion is one who ha-s rushed anxiously into print, not exactly in de- 
fense, but with an article that is written with the hope that'the peo 
ple will continue to be faithful and trusting. 


However, because of the Argus editorial, men of undoubted practi- 


cal experience, and holding positions not biased by polities are ar- 
ranging to go to the aqueduct country to see for themselves, and they 
will make a report. On these reports the Argus editor will rest his 
case. Bear in mind, good people, that this paper is as anxious to he 
proven wrong as Los Angeles city is anxious to prove its wrong. 


There is a large percentage of doubt concerning the practical suc- 


cess of the Los Angeles aqueduct. This paper is issuing a warning

They want to toke the whole county into the city, for they 
are terribly up against it on the bond issues.' Perhaps it's a ease of 
throwing good money after bad. 
Perhaps it isn't. Let's find out 


about this thing. 


Some Fairly Good—Some Very Bad. 


Prescott P. Cogswell of El Monte, nominee in our district for elec- 


tion as state senator, has been making a few speeches on the amend- 
ments which the voters are supposed to vote on umlerstandingly. 
Probably Cogswell knows as much about these amendments as anyone 
in our district, as he is a student of state affairs and a man with 'long 
training as an assemblyman at Sacramento. In a speech before the 
Claremont Pomological Club he spoke on some of these amendments 


The first one on the ballot he favored, because the irrigation bonds 


that could be used were thoroughly safeguarded and many irrigation 
projects were dead because banks would not buy their bonds unless 
they could be used for security for borrowed public money. 


The "Free Text Book" amendment Mr. Cogswell is undecided upon 


there being some good and bad features iii it. What didn't belong to 
the parents or children was apt to be little appreciated, and the books 
badly used. The unsanitary condition of public school books would be 
& bad feature. 


The next three amendments are local only, being a fight to get rid 


of the county clerk of Alameda county, who'has used his cilice to build 
up a machine to keep him in office. The entire legislative d.-legation 
of that county approves the measure. 


The next amendment relating to consolidation of cities and comi- 


ties, he opposed because he thought a two-thirds majority should be 
required in the vote, and that the county districts should' be allowed 
to vote separately instead of taking their vote with the cities. 


The next amendment on racetrack gambling reads like the most 


stringent prohibition of gambling at racetracks, until the last two 
or three lines, which allows gambling again, where it was made ille- 
gal two or three years ago. lie was opposed to it. as also the last 
one, which allowed any subdivision of the .,tato to have anv kind of 
tax system they wished. He thought it would badly confuse things

COVINA WILL PLACE WATER QUESTION 


IN HANDS OE RAILROAD COMMISSION 


At 
the 
request 
of Mayor C. S. 


Beardsley and the members of the 
Covina city board of trustees, a num- 
ber of the prominent property holders 
and citizens met as an advisory body 
•with the board on Tuesday night at 
the regular meeting, for the purpose 
of discussing the proposed purchase 
or construction of a city water supply. 
Figures were submitted, showing the 
physical valuation of the Covina Do- 
mestic Water Company, which have 
been compiled during the last sum- 
mer. The Covina board has been en- 
saged in figuring on ^thls question 
for several months. A purchase of the 
plant and holdings of the Covina Do- 
mestic Water Company has been con- 
templated, and also the feasibility of 
building an entirely new plant, includ- 
ing all physical property acquirements 
and water stock. The result of the 
meeting Tuesday night was to the 
effect that the citizens and propery- 
holders advised the council to place 
'the matter in the hands of the State 
Railroad Commission for their guid- 
ance, and this will, be done. This is 
the moat important step so far ac- 
complished in the local water ques- 
tion. 
The physical appraisement of the 


holdings of the Covina Domestic Wa- 
ter Company, begun in July, 1012, by 
V. G. Dessery, city engineer, under 
the supervision of Consulting Engi- 
neer G. Dix Schuyler, is the subject 
of a report which has been passed up- 
on by the city board. It states that the 
present water company's 
holdings 


may be valued at $122,364.79. While 
this valuation has been exhaustive 
and careful, and made by the engi- 
neers in the employ of, the city, it has 
occasioned some comment as to the 
high price arrived at, while others are 


of the opinion that the valuation is 
equitable. 
A valuation was made'at 


the same time by engineers and ex- 
perts in the employ of the water com- 
pany, and only a few cents in differ- 
ence is found in the two reports. 


BUILDING A NEW PLANT. 


The city engineers have also made 


a complete report on a possible water 
plant, showing relative costs to serve 
the present needs and those of the 
future. At present there are only 670 
water-users, but a system to supply 
1200 users will cost as follows: me- 
ters, $12,314; distributing system, $52,- 
119; 
reservior sites and 
reservoirs, 


$15,000; water stock, $40,000; total, 
$119,433. 


Another interesting compilation of 


figures shows the cost of a system to 
serve the entire needs of the city, tak- 
ing the mile square and dividing it 
into 2100 lots, which is the complete 
number of lots which can be sub-di- 
vided if reckoning the present aver- 
age size. The table is as follows: me- 
ters, $24.628; distributing system, $68,- 
791; 
water stock, $60,000; reservoirs 


and reservior sites, 
$15,000; 
total, 


$168,420. This system, providing the 
city does not increase its territory, 
is the one which will be sufficient for 
needs for all time, in the estimation of 
the engineers. 


All the foregoing figures have been 


compiled with the idea of being tech- 
nically and practically ready to pre- 
sent the matter to the voters at some 
future time. The quesion of water 
for fire purposes has been discussed, 
but is not ready in facts to be pre- 
sented clearly. It is felt that the cit- 
i/ens will not be satisfied with any- 
thing less than the finest fire pressure 
that can be obtained.

A FEW PROBLEMS. 


Dead Populist Fads in 


Modern Grave-Clothes

The recent death of Ex-Senator Pef- 


fer of Kansas recalls the fact that he 
was the founder of the new defunct 
Populist (sometimes called the Peo- 
ple's) party, the whole object of the 
existence of which was at first to pre- 
vent the sticcc.ib of the Republican 
policy of resumption of specie pay- 
ments, and to substitute their wild-cat 
schemes for the issuance by the gov- 
ernment of unlimited 
quantities of 


green backs, and finally of "Bat" mon- 
ey instead of specie, or money founded 
on a specie basis. Failing in this, they 
betook themselves to what they con- 
sidered the next best thing, to-wit: 
the debasement of currency by abol- 
ishing the use of gold, and putting the 
country upon a silver standard of fifty 
cents on the dollar, or less, just like 
Mexico and some other barbarous and 
semi-barbarous countries. 


Mr. Peffer in the senate, and divers 


and sundry of his followers, wher- 
ever they could get into any legisla- 
tive body, were very industrious in 
introducing bills to carry out their 
erronious and absurd 
financial 
no- 


tions, but, finding that they could not 
succeed in getting any of their bills 
passed, they raised the cry that con- 
gress and the members of the state 
legislatures, who did not. agree with 
them, were controlled by the "money 
power" .of course, and did not repre- 
sent "the people," just as the so called 
Progressives do now as to anybody 
who does not coincide with them; and 
in the hope of thereby gaining polit- 
ical strength, they invented the Initi- 
ative, Referendum and direct primary, 
using precisely the same arguments 
for their support that are put forth 
by the Progressives of today, to the 
effect that conventions were dominat- 
ed by bosses and nominated represen- 
tatives who did not represent the peo- 
ple and only legislated in the inter- 
est of capitalists who wanted to make 
times hard and money scarce, etc., 
etc., all of which was disproved by the 
success of the Republican policy of 
resumption, and the defeat of the sil- 
ver craze, as I have heretofore shown. 
So, the direct primary and its asso- 
ciates, the Initiative, Referendum and 
Recall, sank with their inventors in- 
to innocuous desuetude, and so re- 
mained until they w-ere again resur- 
rected and brought to the front again 
by 
disgruntled and 
defeated politi- 


cians and hungry office seekers who 
saw, or thought they saw, in them the 
means whereby they couJd palm off 
some of their 
destructive 
fads 
or 


boost themselves into the offices which 
they coveted but never could obtain 
under a system of party government, 
which necessitated 
the selection of 


the ablest and stongest men as the 
candidates for office in order to hold 
the party together 
and give 
it 
a 


chanc,e for success. I do not contend 
that the candidates named under the 
convention system were always the 
best that could have been selected, 
no'- that the successful ones were al- 
ways honest and 
incorruptible. But 


my observation of the working of the 
new system leads me to believe that 
the average results are not as good 
as those that were attained under the 
old, and there surely must be some- 
thing radically wrong in a system 
which enables the dominant party, 
or a faction of the dominant party, to 
disfranchise all who differ with it, as 
has just been done in California. What 
has been done here could be done in 
all the states, and if they can juggle 
with the law so as to make the direct 
primary an instrument by means of 
which a large 
minority can be de 


prived of their votes for president, 
the same thirg can be done as to 
other quesiions and then what be- 
comes of "the rule of 
the 
people,"!

FARMERS PROTEST STRONGLY AGAINST 


"HOME RULE IN TAXATION" AMENDMENT 


It is generally believed that the 


"Home Rule in Taxation" amendment, 
to be submitted to the voters of the 
state on November 5, cannot with 
stand the powerful opposition that is 
developing as the election approaches. 
Following a resolution of condemna- 
tion in Los Angeles by the State Real- 
ty Federation, the State Grange, in 
session at Sebastopol, has delivered 
a crushing blow to advocates of the 
proposed amendment by adopting the 
report of a special committee on tax- 
ation, which investigated the subject 
thoroughly. 


The report approved by the State 


Grange is as follows: 


"To the officers and members of trie 


California State Grange: 


"The measure that we consider of 


most importance at this time is an 
amendment known as "Home Rule in 
Taxation." This will be submitted to 
the voters of our state at the nexl 
general election. It is of paramount in- 
terest to cur tax-payers to give this 
matter very 
careful 
consideration. 


Your committee lias studied this mat- 
ter from all points of view possible, 
and We Conclude that the interests of 
the state cnn best be conserved bv 
defeating this measure for the follow- 
ing-reasons: 


"All 
the arguments put forth by the 


advocates of the measure are based 
on the assumption that complete sep- 
aration of state and county taxes is 
now an accomplished fact. Wo con- 
sider this a false premise to work on, 
because wo find that during each bi- 
ennial period, or during that period 
of two yearn between the sessions of 
our legislature, the Increase 
in the 


running expenses of the state is about 
30 per cent, whllo the increase in tax- 
es collected from corporations is about 
5 per cent. TlniK we see that, although 
the tax on corporations was sultk'ient 
for the past two years, it ia altogether 
probable thai the Htate will find it mu!. 
essary to levy n dtitlclnncy tux at the 
next session ol' the letsltslature.

It 
is our opinion that the confusion and 
generally unsettled state which would 
result from our different methods of 
taxation under the proposed change 
would tend to discourage desired de- 
velopment by capital. 


We believe that the proposed r-ys- 


tem, by more or less tax exemptions, 
would tend to create special ifHvileg- 
es for, certain lines of business, and 
we beiieve that instead of endorsing 
any measures that have this tendency 
we should discourage them, as we 
have been for years trying t.-> rid our- 
selves of special privilege legislation.

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Puente Street Well 


Pumping 50 Inches 


For the past ninety days a flow o 


Trow fifty to sixty inches of water has 
been ooming from the new well be- 
longing to B. L. King, Louis Harris 
and Thomas Traweek, situated on 'Pu 
ente street, Just west of the ranch of 
Andrew Carnahan. With the excel* 
tion of some difficulty at first in get- 
ting the right size of machinery, the 
well has been a splendid success from 
the start. The well was drilled by 
Jake Overholtzer, and he went down 
485 feet, striking water at 152 feet. 


The well is fitted with a Kimball 


patent air-compressor pump, with In- 
gersoll-Rand air-compressor, and an 
American centrifugal booster pump is 
.ised to ,force the water through 2,000 
feet of pipe to the lands of the own- 
ers. There are fifty-five acres under 
this pump, which have been amply 
supplied with water during the sum- 
mer, and the surplus has been sold to 
leighboring farmers. Traweek has ten 
acres, Harris fifteen, and King thirty 
acres under this system. The water is 
also connected by pipes with the Co- 
vina Irrigating Company system at 
.he Puente street pipe line, the Row- 
and avenue line and the conduit on 
Workman street. 


The well has a fifteen-inch casing, 


and water stands at about 160 feet 
when not pumping, and at 170 feet 
when the pumps have been working 
steadily, showing a lowering of ten 
eet. 
The water is perfectly 
clear 


and soft, and as pure as any that ev- 
er came out of the San Gabriel can- 
pon. 


The owners have found that the en- 


gine now used is too small to get a 
ull flow, and a larger St. Mary's, a 
5 horse-power, is now on the road, 
fhey expect to pump from ninety to 
00 inches when this new machinery 
s installed. The entire plant, includ- 
ng the pipe-lines, cost about $7,500.
